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Since  its  inception  11  years  ago,    the  Farm  Security 
Administration  has  made  rehabilitation  (operating) 
■loans  of  $1,436,743  to  860  Nevada  farm  families. 

These  loans  were  made  to  family-type  farmers  who 
were  unable  to  borrow  from  Qther  sources  at  reason- 
able rates  and  terms. 


With  practical  on-the-farm  guidance  from  FSA  super- 
visors these  farmers  have  made  remarkable  strides 
toward  financial  security  and  a  better  living  for 
their  families 


By  the  start  of  1946  they  had  repaid  92  percent  of 

the  matured  principal  due           $1,084,122    -  -  plus 

$163,747  in  interest 


501  families  had  repaid  their  loans  in  fuUand  have 
been  referred  to    banks  and  other  credit  sources  for 
future  financing. 


138  borrowers  (one-sixth  of  all)  have  been  unsuccess- 
ful.   Most  of  these  have  left 
their  farms  and  are  repaying 
their  loans  from  industrial 
vfages 


The  remaining  221  are  current- 
ly borrowing  from  FSA

They  had  a  net  worth  of  $k-,187  and  a  working  capital 
of  $2,2A0,    They  owed  ^1^738.    They  avned  chattels, 
buildings  and  crops  worth  "^5,925.

help.  They  have  21  more  acres  in  crops.  Their  gross 
farm  income  in  1945  was  $4,273  and  their  net  income 
$2,528, 

,In  1945,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Averagers  family  raised  and 
used  166  dozen  eggs,  338  pounds  of  dressed  meat  and 
dairy  products  from  504  gallons  of  milk*  Mrs.  Aver- 
age canned  198  quarts  and  stored  11  bushels  of  fruits 
and  vegetables.
